HQ came up a question that the IDEM’s March 31, 2006 letter (attached) states that, in the second page, fifth paragraph,
“If the unit was used to produce fuels or merely for treatment, the unit would require a HW treatment permit”.

Since Tradebe generates hazardous waste derived fuels for the blending to send to off-site cement kilns, should they be
required to have a treatment permit?

Any thoughts on this? This letter was referenced in the CAA permit.
